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Report of Selectmen 


To the Citizens and ‘T'ax Payers of Milford :— 


Your selectmen in presenting the reports of the va- 
rious departments of your municipal government for the 
year just closed would invite your careful consideration 
of the same. We believe that all persons selected to 
perform the duties of any public office are responsible 
to the power that placed them in that position and 
should at all times be open to suggestions from citizens 
who may have knowledge of facts of which they are ig- 
norance and by thus doing may be a source of mutual 
helpfulness. 

The last session of our legislature enacted two laws 
that affect our town. The management of the highways 
was placed in the hands of the selectmen and all Boards 
of Health were abolished and the selectmen were made 
-a Board of Health with a Health Officer as executive. 
This action is in harmony with the modern idea of cen- 
tralized authority which in several places is carried to 
.the extent of employing a Town Manager. 

The portion of the South Side State Highway in our 
town has been completed. ‘This is a section of about sev- 
en miles and was commenced in 1905. For its main- 
tenance the patrol system has been adopted and works 
out to our satisfaction, the state paying a part of the 
expense. Now that this trunk line will require no large 
expenditure of money, attention should be given to our 
important branch lines. Amherst street macadam should 
be completed and the Mont Vernon road should be no 
longer neglected. 

Our Water Works have returned a substantial sur- 
plus to the town treasury, notwithstanding extensions 
have been made which cost $2,223.08. Two years ago 
an extension of 846 feet of 8-inch pipe was made on 
Prospect street, toward the stand pipe. This line should 
be continued to the stand pipe, thus giving us two sourc- 
es of supply, which might be of great value in case of 
fire or trouble in either line. —

Another law enacted at the last session provides for 

the care of trust funds left the town for cemetery and 
other purposes. It will be necessary for us to elect 

three trustees who must serve without pay to manage 
the funds now in the treasury. 

The State Tax Commission urge upon the voters the 
necessity of using great care in the making of the an- 
nual appropriations now that the valuations have been 
put up to full value, and call attention to the fact that 
for the past five years an increase has averaged about 
a half-million dollars yearly in our state.

Report of Highway Agent 


In the spring months along with cleaning up and 
routine work, about 1000 ft. of the Ly ndeboro | toad was 
graveled and 200 loads were used near South Milford 
ice houses. ‘These sections have been rolled. 

In May and June gravel was distributed, preparatory 
for oiling, along the South Side Road as follows: From 
the Wilton line to 1,000 ft. east of Richardson’s Cross- 
ing; along the 1500 ft. of macadam road on Elm St. 
built in 1913; and along the 6700 ft. from Shepard Park 
to the Amherst line. Also from the stone bridge to 
Sloan’s corner, Mont Vernon road. 

In June the State Highway Department distributed 
15,000 gal., 34 gal. 60 percent. road oil per sq. yd., 15 ft. 
wide on the roads and 20 ft. wide on Elm St. 

In July and August we had rains that did great dam- 
age and a few short sections on Federal hill and the Ma- 
son road were badly washed. It took till late in Sep- 
tember to repair damage. 

About September ist work was begun building the 
last sections of the South Side Road. 

The section of 2700 ft. from Shepard Park to High 
St. is an oil bound macadam built with State aid. 

The section, 1200 ft., from the Square to the macadam 
road of 1913, Elm St., is also oi! bound, with stone from 
town crusher. The State furnished half of the oil. 

In October, Amherst St., between Summer and Sou- 
hegan Sts., Ae ft., was surfaced with crushed stone and 
oil bound, all town work, and Oak St., 1200 ft. to Dean 
St., so badly broken up by the sewer work of 1913, and 
fmion ot., 1300 it., from R. R. crossing to George St., 
were macadamized. 

Many culverts have been relayed and enlarged and 
several new ones have been built. 

The steel bridge at Jones’ has been painted. 

Shoo-fly bridge has been replanked. Railings have 
been renewed and extended,

Shepard Park Commissioners 


Milford, N. H., Feb. 19, 1916. 
To the Selectmen of Milford :— 

The committee instructed with the care of Shepard 
Park respectfully submit the following report: 

{In continuing the work as per plan on file in select- 
men’s office, we have procured and set all the trees re- 
quired in section bordering Shepard, Nashua and part 
o1sOlive and Linden Streets. Only a-few more trees 
are required, but no shrubbery has been set so far. We 
have ploughed the sections on Shepard street irom the 
schoolhouse to corner of Nashua, and all on sections 
bordering Nashua street as far as main walk. This we 
gave a small amount of chemical fertilizer and seeded 
it ta rye for purpose of ploughing this in the spring and 
permanently seeding same to grass. On. play ground 
we have laid out and graded the practice base ball dia- 
mond, also erected an iron frame back stop. In chil- 
dren’s play ground we have erected an iron frame, set 
in cement, for six swings. We have purposely main- 
tained a larger balance of former appropriations in or- 
der to have funds to purchase swings for swing frame 
and to prepare the land previously seeded to rye, ferti- 
lize same and seed to grass. It will be necessary during 
next season to replace some of the border trees we fail 
to grow and complete setting, also plough sections bor- 
dering Olive and Linden streets, except base ball field, 
and to fertilize same. 

The committee recommend an appropriation of $200 
for the ensuing year. We wish to acknowledge the as- 
sistance we have received during the year from town ot- 
ficers and the many citizens of the town, and also the 
generosity of the Hon. D. W. Hayden of Hollis, who 
has volunteered to present any stick trom his woodlot 
that may be selected for a flag pole for Shepard Park.

The department has had a very successful year.

Extensions of water mains have been made as fol- 
lows: 115 feet of 6 inch on Knight St., 211 feet of 6 
inch on Nashua St., 690 feet of 4 inch on Crosby St.,and 
1040 feet 4 inch on Souhegan and Border streets.

REPORT OF MILFORD SCHOOL BOARD. 


The Milford schools have been conducted during | 
the past year with little friction and reasonable efficien- 
cy. There is still much to be desired in buildings, equip- 
ment, curriculum and scholastic attainments, but radical 
changes come gradually and if each year brings 1m- 
provements it has at least accomplished something. 


THE TEACHERS. 


During the summer several of our teachers resigned 
and in the high school, for one reason or another, it 
was necessary to secure practically an entire new corps 
of assistants. The selection of teachers was this year 
left entirely to the superintendent. ‘Taken as a whole 
we believe Milford has an excellent corps of teachers, 
capable and interested in their work. ‘The subject of 
teachers’ salaries is treated: later. 


REPAIRS 


With a school equipment the size of Milford’s it is 
inevitable that there should be much repair work every 
year. This year considerable repairing and enlarging 
has been done in one of the toilet rooms at the Brick 
school, made necessary by the increased enrollment in 
that building. Similar work was done at the White 
school. At Pine Valley the old shed, last relic of the 
original school, was taken away and a new toilet built. 
There were repairs made at the North school and the 
old horse-shed, seldom used, has been made into a 
woodshed. 

The plumbing at the Laurel school, long trouble- 
some, has been repaired along more permanent lines 
and new pipe put in. At the Brick school a large 
amount of rusted-out pipe has been replaced and the 
steam piping altered to give greater efficiency. Ex- 
cellent results followed this last change. 

The boiler at the high school received attention and 


(yl 


the roof and gutters were repaired in many places. The 
usual minor repairs have been made throughout the 
year at all the buildings. 


CHEMISTRY EQUIPMEN’T 


Practically an entire new equipment was necessary 
last fall for the chemistry course, given alternate years 
in the high school. The new laboratory on the top 
floor was fitted up in an economical but thoroughly 
satisfactory manner and is a valuable addition to the 
school property. 

The school board’s estimate of the cost, made a year 
ago, was $200, which was about half the actual cost. 
Owing to war conditions chemicals, metals and chemis- 
try supplies have made the most astounding advances 
in price. An increase of 100 percent is about the aver- 
age. The cost of the new chemistry supplies exceeded 
by over $150 the prices shown in the catalogues of a 
year ago. Only such equipment as was absolutely 
necessary was purchased. 


RURAL SCHOOLS 


Of the rural schools the Osgood is the most crowd- 
Siemens rine Valley there is ample room for a large 
school of eight grades. ‘This would require two teach- 
ers and the fitting up of the west room, which 1s not used 
now. At present one teacher has all the pupils she can 
attend to in the first five grades. Upper grade pupils 
in that district go to Wilton, and Milford pays their 
tuition. This year there are so many that their weekly 
tuition bills would just about hire another teacher for 
our own Pine Valley school. This was carefully con- 
sidered, but as considerable new equipment would have 
been required and the number of pupils in that district 
varies so from year to year we thought best to continue 
sending them to Wilton for the present. We would 
remind the voters, however, that the increase of pupils 
in that district has materially added to the school ex- 
penses without increasing the enrollment or teaching 
force of the Milford schools. 

For several years the Shedd school has been con- 


ie 


ducted by Wilton to accommodate children living near 
it but. across the line in the other town, Milford sharing 
the expense for her pupils. ‘This year Wilton did not 
renew the arrangement. Only one pupil of school age 
lives in that district. It was manifestly impossible to 
conduct a school for one pupil, and he was forced to go 
to the Osgood school. 


THE (GRADE  sCHOOls 


By far the most important thing.for your consid- 
eration is the condition in the upper grades. They are 
crowded. They are so crowded that an increase of a 
very few pupils in any of the rooms in the high school 
building would make it absolutely impossible to con- 
tinue without some very radical change. 

In Miss Knight’s room there are 47 pupils; 46 in 
Miss Tobey’s, and almost as many in the others. There 
should not be over 40, at the outside, in any one room. 
With more the teacher cannot do her best work and 
the pupils suffer in consequence. 

Upper grade pupils from rural districts who desired 
to attend the village schools, furnishing their own trans- 
portation, had to be refused. With any further increase 
the scholars could not have been crowded into the rooms. 

Anticipating the very possible small increase which 
simply cannot be cared for with present facilities the 
school board and superintendent have tried to find some 
room outside school property which could be hired, fit- 
ted with desks and another teacher, and made to serve. 
They have very carefully gone over all the village build- 
ings, seeking some way to re-divide or build an addition 
in a satisfactory manner. ‘The only possible solution 
they could find was to make alterations and cut new win- 
dows at the Brick school.’ ‘They secured estimates on 
the cost of this work. The expense would be out of all 
proportion to the very unsatisfactory results which 
are the best that can be hoped for. 

Fortunately, from a school standpoint, the small in- 
crease has not yet taken place. It may not come next 
year and it may come tomorrow, but it is bound to come 
within a short time. How should it be met? 

Temporary quarters, some makeshift, will tide over 
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for a term or even a year. But the time has come when 
Milford voters should begin to think of a new building. 

Probably it would not need to be such a handsome 
building as that built 22 years ago. Possibly a plain but 
substantial structure of cement behind the high school 
and heated from the same boiler, will be the final plan; 
a building which would both relieve the congestion in the 
grades and allow further extension of the manual train- 
ing, domestic science and similar courses. The school 
board at this time is not prepared to make any definite 
recommendations on this subject, but we wish to bring 
it very seriously to the attention of the voters for fu- 
ture consideration. 


DHE HIGH SCHOOL 


With two teachers in the Commercial course (one 
assisting in other branches) the high school work has 
gone on in a satisfactory manner despite the fact that 
the sub-master’s time is cut short to enable him to teach 
manual training in the grades. 

The Commercial course passed theexperimental stage, 
pupils have learned that it is not simply an easy way to 
get through school. We believe its results are satis- 
factory to all who did not expect that a public school 
commercial course should accomplish as much in as 
short a time as a good business college. 

Of the outside activities the debating and prize 
speaking deserve the highest praise. In the former ev- 
ery pupil has an opportunity to take part in the many 
interclass contests preceeding the selection of a school 
team. In the latter there were forty contestants last 
spring for the prizes offered by Gen. F. E. Kaley, and 
the quality of their efforts was highly gratifying. This 
spring the prizes will again be competed for. 

There is a reasonable amount of athletic activity 
open to both boys:and girls. 


FREE DRAWING SCHOOL 


Through the winter the free drawing school, con- 
ducted by the East Milford Improvement Club, is held 
in the high school basement. There are three sessions 
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a week and the use of the room, heated and lighted, i 
given to the school. 


NIGHT SCHOOL 


The school board received a request from the Finnish 
people to open a night school. Many excellent reasons 
were advanced for the project but lack of an appropria- 
tion for the purpose made it impossible to take action. 


RAISE IN TUITION 


The charge of $40 per pupil for tuition in the high 
school was raised last fall to $50. This is about the 
actual cost to the town for each pupil each year. No 
decrease in the number of tuition pupils followed and 
some extra revenue comes to the town. 


(DETER ET De 


None of our buildings are fireproof. The danger 
of injury to children in the event of fire is, we believe, 
very slight. Frequent and unexpected drills demon- 
strate that the buildings can always be quickly emp- 
tied, without confusion, and the new fire escape at the 
high school, the only building over two stories in height, 
is the best device of the kind. 


ENDICOTT PARK 


The fund of $162.53 to the credit of Endicott Park 
has been increased this year by $50. Last year many 
minor repairs were made to the benches, score board, 
etc., and this year only $4 of the $54 income was ex- 
pended—for mowing. This’: money has been set aside 
from regular school money, in a separate bank account. 

There is much which should be done in the Park; 
setting trees, building fences, laying pipes, grading. With 
the small funds available no permanent improvements 
can be undertaken. If the town wishes to make the 
most of this beautiful natural spot it should increase 
the Park fund by a small appropriation each year, the 
money to accumulate until there is enough to work with. 
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OLD FUEL BILL PAID 


This year’s financial account would have shown a 
surplus instead of a deficit if the school board had not 
paid nearly two year’s fuel bills in one year. 

About twenty years ago, probably when the new 
high school added unexpected items to the expenses, the 
schoolboard let most of its fuel bill run over as a liabili- 
ty against the next year. Perhaps they intended to 
square it up the next year. If they did they failed, and 
every year from then to now the fuel bills from Septem- 
ber to February have gone unpaid until the beginning of 
the next fiscal year. Fuel was bought as needed at the 
market price. 

Every year a fuel bill was inherited from the year 
before. At the beginning of this year a last-year’s fuel 
bill of $725.63 was paid. 

Now coal is bought by contract and this year all. 
fuel bills have been paid promptly the first of each 
month. It is the businesslike and economical way to do, 
but to start the system it was necessary to pay, in addi- 
tion to the current year’s bills, the balance of $725.63 
from 1914—1915, thereby ending a practice nearly twen- 
ty years old. 

In connection with the fuel question, the board finds 
that through the warm weather the boiler at the high’ 
school is operated tomake steam for the engineto run the 
ventilating fan. At all times the steam 1s carried at much 
higher pressure, on account of the engine, than would be 
necessary to heat the building. An electric motor will 
do the work of the steam engine and save money in coal. 
It will be installed before warm weather. 


TEACHERS’ SALARIES 


Teachers’ salaries in Milford are not high, but they 
are higher than the average in New Hampshire towns 
of similar or larger size. A careful reading of the ap- 
pended table will give an accurate analysis of the sal- 
ary situation in twelve New Hampshire towns and cities. 

This table was compiled last summer, at which time 
Milford adopted a fixed salary scale. Any teacher who

Teachers taking extra work will receive extra pay, according to the 
work required. This refers to teachers of Manual Training, Domestic 
Science, Commercial subjects, etc. 
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Estimates for Next Year. 


Like everything else, the cost of school supplies has 
increased enormously during the past year. However, 
most of the costly repairs and equipment for which extra 
appropriations have been asked in the past two years 
have been installed and paid for. Unless some extra- 
ordinary condition arises or change is made next year 
the schools should be run on about the same money as 
for the past year or two. The appended estimates do not 
allow for the possible expansion of the upper grade en- 
rollment to a point where extra accommodations and 
teacher are imperative, nor do they contemplate exten- 
sion of domestic science and manual training to the high 
school, the adoption of a larger high school curriculum, 
or other desirable but expensive innovations. 

The estimate for books and supplies is higher than 
the expenditures last year for the reason that the supply 
of text books, especially in the rural schools, has long 
been inadequate. To supply these books will cost more 
than can be covered with the annual estimate for replace- 
ment of worn out books, which is practically a fixed 
charge. . 

The estimate for ordinary repairs is slightly in- 
creased to permit certain painting and roofing work 
which the property will require next year.

To the Milford School Board: 

As required by law I have taken the enumeration of 
children in the town between the ages of 5 and 16 
years. I found a total of 743, of these 385 were males 
and 358 females. One child 10 years of age was found 
who was not attending school. 

During the year 46 absentees were reported and their 
cases investigated. In a majority of cases they had 
reasonable excuse for being absent. In the majority of 
the remaining cases the excuse was staying out to assist 
their parents in the household duties. ‘There were only 
five or six cases of actual truancy.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


In accordance with the usual custom I herewith sub- 
mit my annual report. It is not meant to be a complete 
account of the work we have done, but it contains facts 
which should be placed in the public records and makes 
a few suggestions for the improvement of our schools. 

Miss Knight’s room won first honor onattendance with 
the High School second and Miss Tobie’s room third. 
The upper grades should win this honor every year. 
Mrs. Trumbull’s room won first place for the least num- 
ber of tardinesses per pupil, with Mrs. Manning’s room 
second and Mrs Lilly’s room third. The poor showing at 
the Osgood school is partly justified by the distance sev- 
eral of the pupils must walk. 

The average membership last year was the largest 
our schools have known. The last year under the nine 
grade system the average membership was 753. The 
past year it was 760. The present enrollment indicates a 
slight increase in attendance. A third grade in the Old 
Brick building is larger than it should be. Otherwise 
we have adequate accommodations for our Primary and 
Intermediate schools. The Grammar school rooms are 
filled beyond their seating capacity and one room con- 
tains a double grade. The rural schools are a little larg- 
er than they have been for several years. 

A table showing attendance at all the rooms is ap- 
pended to this report. 

The following is a summary of movement of pupils 
through the grades the past year:

The percentage of non promotions for each of the 
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past five years has been 16, 10, 17, 16, 12, and 16 respec- 
tively. 

It is noticeable that Grades I, II and VII have the 
largest number of non promotions. That is easily ex- 
plained for in Grades I and II. Some pupils are slow in 
starting, others attend irregularly, and a few on account 
of their age or health are not urged by parents to suc- 
ceed. A few years ago the largest number of failures 
appeared about the fifth grade, where over-age pupils 
were marking time several months before leaving school. 
Restrictions on child labor have moved this period up a 
year or two and we now see this trouble about the 
seventh grade. Six pupils from Grades VII and VIII 
brought their school days to a close during the year. 
Since a majority of those who drop out are backward 
pupils our record of non promotions would have been in- 
creased had they remained in school. The principal 
cause of the large number of failures was the over 
crowding in the Grammar School, Grade II and Osgood. 

The high school attendance as reported by the prin- 
cipal has remained large though it is slightly smaller 
than last year. The addition of one teacher has greatly 
relieved the crowded condition. The average number 
in each class is 21 as compared with 27 when we had 
five assistants. This reduction in the size of classes is 
caused partly by requiring each assistant to teach six 
periods a day instead of five. I see no prospect that the 
attendance will be reduced. Although new: high schools 
recently have been started in Amherst and Hancock, and 
we have raised the yearly tuition from $40 to $50, there 
are at present 33 tuition pupils, which is only slightly 
below the usual number. ‘The entering class next fall 
will be at least as large as the graduating class this year, 
and none of the lower classes in the Grammar school is 
small. The enrollment in‘several high school subjects 
this ‘year compared with the same date last year is as 
follows:

As the enrollment in most of these subjects has re- 
mained fairly constant the equipment for each will need

to be about the same as in the past. ‘The enrollment in 
Book-keeping shows that it has reached the probable 
Maximum so we may expect about the same number or 
probably a few less next year. We may expect about 
ten more in stenography which shows us we must keep 
up our full equipment of typewriters. 

We have now provided the high school with an ex- 
cellent laboratory on the third floor. The Manual Train- 
ing classes have built shelves in the east attic leading off 
from this room for the storage of chemicals and appara- 
tus. ‘The class in Chemistry. is well equipped this year. 
We should equip the class in Physics as well next year. 

We received twelve resignations in Milford during 
the summer, and | had twenty-three changes in my dis- 
trict. As we now receive very few personal applications 
I had to spend much of my time during the summer seek- 
ing teachers. I interviewed 82 candidates for various 
positions at teachers’ agencies. Some of these were un- 
willing to consider the positions at the salaries paid but 
I found a great many inexperienced college graduates 
willing to apply at $500. ‘The normal eraduates do not 
need the services of the agencies as the demand is so 
ereat for trained teachers that superintendents visit the 
normal schools long before graduation and engage the 
ones they consider the best of each class. Some cities 
agree to take all their own girls who graduate. 

My experience has taught me that we can not secure 
the normal graduates we want unless we increase our 
minimum salary or offer more rapid advancement. 
Twice during my experience in Milford the high school 
has had an entire change of teachers ina year. One can 
not secure five or six inexperienced graduates every year 
and expect to get as many that will be successful. 

After using the new salary schedule, which of course 
was made to fit the appropriation, I find it defective in 
the following places: It did not provide for the reten- 
tion of teachers without reduction of salaries paid pre- 
vious to the introduction of this scale. We lost three 
teachers because their salaries were reduced, but we can 
not remedy this defect now. No matter what their ex- 
pressed intentions are, but very few teachers expect to 
teach twelve years or even six years. A prospective sal- 
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ary increase for the seventh year is no inducement for a 
normal graduate to come to our town nor is it any en- 
couragement for her to remain in our schools. ‘The new 
schedule did justice to some of the teachers who have 
been in our schools many years and was unjust to the 
three teachers whose salaries were reduced. I recom- 
mend that the present scale be retained but that increases 
be made each year for'five years, that “After Spay ears 
be changed to Third Weare Iter Eight Years” to 
Fourth Year, and “After Twelve Years” to Fifth Year. 
This change in the scale would require $325 next year, 
provided we retained all our teachers, and $125 addition- 
al the next year following. 

In the high school schedule I recommend that the 
minimum be kept as it is but that the advance each year 
for two years be $100. This would increase the high 
school budget about $250. In both the high school and 
grades we should be allowed to count such portion of ex- 
perience in other towns as we think best and start such 
teacher in a class to be agreed upon. With these changes 
in the schedule I am confident that we can secure and re- 
tain competent teachers for our schools. (See salary ta- 
bles in schoo board’s report, and Milford teachers table 
at end of this report.) 

Manual Training and Domestic Science have been 
continued in Grades VI, VII and VIII, the same as last 
year with the submaster of the high school teaching 
Manual. Training four afternoons a week and the Sixth 
Grade teacher in charge of Domestic Science the same 
time. As soon as we can allow the instructors more time 
for these subjects we can extend them to the ninth year 
classes or to the Fifth Grade as suggested by the new 
state program, with but very little extra expense for 
equipment. 

The no-school-signal recently has been abolished and 
instead a signal is given at 8:15 or at 12:30 on stormy 
days to indicate that no record of attendance will be tak- 
en in the grades that session. Ona recent stormy morn- 
ing when ‘this signal was given I noticed that the atten- 
dance was almost complete in the upper grades but 
that a large percentage of the primary children were ab- 
sent, which seems as it should be. 

The rural schools are all in charge of trained or ex- 
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perienced teachers. Osgood remains too large for good 
work but no plan has been devised to reduce the number. 
It now has thirty pupils in seven grades. We did not en- 
courage the upper grade children to come to the crowded 
village schools this year although there were two or 
three from this school and as many more from Federal 
Hill who wanted to do so. There are 15 pupils at Pine 
Valley in the first five grades. We pay tuition for 12 pu- 
pils at 75 cents a week in Wilton Grammar school. Be- 
sides these there are 10 pupils who come from that sec- 
tion on the train or with a team to the village. Slate 
blackboards should be provided for Osgood, North and 
Laurel. These would cost about $30 for each school. 
Two dozen new desks, perhaps of the movable type, 
should be provided for Osgood and North. 

A recent disaster in another town has caused school 
officials everywhere to investigate the means of escape 
from fire in their school buildings. From reading the 
details of disasters. [ am convinced that the greatest ones 
have been caused by fire drills rather than prevented by 
them. Most of the fatalities have been caused by rush- 
ing children into smoke and fire or over burning stairs 
when they might have been saved by more deliberate ac- 
tion. The children have been taught blind obedience by 
the drills themselves. It is better to train the children 
how to use fire escapes, to climb down ladders, escape by 
rear doors, or even jump out windows from first 
floors than to rush through halls for a record in fire 
drill. 1 have tested our buildings thoroughly the past 
term and | believe them to be safe. I suggest that two 
iron ladders be placed on the White Building at an ex- 
pense of about $10.00 each to make this building abso- 
lutely safe. I suggest that a ladder be placed on top of 
the annex at the Old Brick and that provision be made 
for pupils to go out on the roof. Of course the proba- 
bility 1s very small that ‘any additional means of escape 
would be needed at either of the buildings where each is 
provided with two stairways but it is well to do all we 
can to make conditions perfect. he high school halls 
and stairways are constructed of very inflamable mater- 
ial but this building 1s protected by an excellent fire- 
escape, two stairways, and four outer doors. 

Those who have taught in Milford and those who 
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have served on the school board know that our schools 
never have been adequately supplied with books. Pub- 
lishers estimate the life of a text at three years, but the 
dates in our books show that we use them at least a year 
or two longer than that. The cost of replacing worn out 
books varies somewhat according to the size of the high 
school and books are worn out most rapidly in the pri- 
mary and high schools. ‘The primary children do not 
know how to handle a book with care and they are also 
more likely to work some time on one page. The high 
school pupils are more careless with books and they also 
are likely to study several hours on a few pages. We 
may therefore expect a Latin book to wear three years, 
a French Grammar three or four years, a Mathematics 
book four years, and Literature somewhat longer accor- 
ding to the time it is in use each year. ‘The cost of re- 
placing wornout books varies greatly according to condi- 
tions in the various towns or cities. In some cities where 
the schools are compact and the percentage of high 
school pupils is not great this cost may be as low as $.50 
per pupil while in some rural communities where teach- 
ers’ copies and reference books must be duplicated for 
small rural schools the cost may be $1.50 per pupil for 
the same service. 

If we had an adequate supply of books then $1.00 per 
pupil or about $800 would be sufficient to replace worn- 
out books and keep the sets up to date, but our supply is 
not complete and this sum will not replace the discarded 
books and add much to our original equipment. In the 
lower grades our general plan has been to have enough 
books to supply a “third or perhaps a half of one room. 
A set of books is used on one side of a room for a few 
weeks then on the other. Then it is taken to another 
room where it is used in the same way, then it is broken 
up into smaller lots and taken to the rural schools. 
When they are completed by rural classes they are col- 
lected to go the rounds again. Sometimes a set can not 
be collected for a large class because a slow class in a 
small school is still using some of them. The first three 
grades commonly recite in two divisions, but our inter- 
mediate grades also are often forced to recite in two di- 
visions in reading or literature because there are not 
enough books for the whole room. ‘The rural schools 
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sometimes are not supplied with reading material on 
time because the books can not be obtained for them. 
The rural schols should be supplied with many sets of 
supplementary reading and the village rooms should 
have a much larger number even if our equipment can not 
be complete. We wear out our books rapidly by using 
them in three or four divisions a year so the initial cost 
of the first sets would be practically the only difference 
in expense in keeping our pupils well supplied with 
books. There would be a slight increase caused by dis- 
carding books before they were worn out for more mod- 
ern ones. 

During the spring term the teachers and myself made 
an inventory, giving the number and condition, of all the 
books in the district. With this inventory I have pre- 
sented the school board an estimate of the cost of books 
needed to supply copies enough for each child without 
exchanging from class to class. This totaled about 
$1,000. Another list to provide for the first five grades 
with only half enough for one room at the village and 
enough for all in the rural schools amounted to $500. Of 
course each pupil now is supplied with the regular texts 
in subjects like arithmetic and physiology. I hope the 
school board will provide sufficient funds to grant at 
least the smaller request in addition to the usual amount 
required for books and supplies. 

In 1905 the Legislature authorized the state superin- 
_tendent of public instruction to prepare courses of study 
as models for the school districts of the state. That 
year a program containing these courses was published. 
Gradually this program with its revisions has become 
the standard for the state. Practically every district in 
the state and some of the cities follow it although they 
are not required by law to do so. Our schools have fol- 
lowed it for six years, grade by grade, and I am con- 
vinced they have kept up to standard. This Program is 
now being revised to keep up with modern ideas in edu- 

cation. The greatest change made by the revision is the 
provision for a six year high school course. This change 
has been advocated for nearly twenty years, but it has 
been during the last five years that cities and towns have 
had the courage of their convictions to adopt this sys- 
tem. Now nearly all new high school buildings are be- 
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ing built to accommodate either a six year high school 
or Junior and Senior high schools of three years each. 

Below is a general summary of the program for the 
six grades and for the first two years of the six year high 
school:

The subjects under class “A” require systematic drill 
with daily recitations. Class “B” are general school ex- 
ercises some of which may be conducted daily and others 
once in several days. In schools of two or three grades 
the whole school together can take part in these exer- 
eises. Class “C” are for silent or oral reading. The 
teacher likely will discuss with the pupils the facts 
learned from this reading and will carefully direct the 
selections of material. Some of the subjects which ap- 
pear in Class “B” or Class “C” in the lower grades are 
raised to Class “A” in the upper grades. Spelling ap- 
pears as a subject for class recitation in Grade III, 
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Geography and Music in Grade IV, Grammar in Grade 
V, and an almost new list of subjects appear the first 
year of high school of Grade VII. 

I have spoken of the crowded conditions in the Gram- 
mar school, where an increased attendance of a very few 
would make it impossible to crowd all the pupils into 
the rooms. I doubt if it will be possible to accommo- 
date all the pupils next year, and certainly we should not 
tolerate even the present conditions another year. | 
recommend that we remove the Sixth grade from the 
high school building and use that building for the six 
year high school only. We are fortunate to have a build- 
ing exactly suited to the new program. It does not offer 
accommodations for complete courses in Manual Arts, 
yet a small addition to our present equipment would 
provide for one more year of our practical work, or to 
the close of what will be called the Junior high school 
course. I suggest that instead of constructing a tem- 
porary building we rent a room, if possible, for the Sixth 
grade for a year, at the end of which time we will be 
better prepared to state what the needs of our schools 
will be to carry out the provisions of the new program 
or to provide for more practical courses than we now 
offer.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH 
SCHOOL 


Mr. John Bacon, 
Superintendent of Schools :— 

It is my privilege to submit my first annual report 
as Principal of Milford High School. 

The enrollment during the year is 94 girls and 82 
boys, a total of 176, classified as follows: 42 fourth year, 
35 third year, 52 second year and 47 first year pupils. Of 
this enrollment 5 come from Amherst, 6 from Mont Ver- 
non, 5 from Greenfield, 8 from Lyndeborough, 4 from 
Bennington, 2 from Hancock, and 1 from Merrimack. 

The new members of the teaching staff, Miss Locke, 
Miss Battles, Miss Dodge, Miss Jones, and Mr. MacCur- 
dy have entered upon their work with enthusiasm and 
are accomplishing excellent results. 

Just a word regarding teachers: One of the many 
school problems and one worthy of careful consideration 
is that of keeping good teachers, if we are deeply in- 
terested in the welfare of boys and girls. I believe that 
money can be more profitably put into teachers’ salaries 
as a means to retain good teachers (until salaries reach 
a living base anyway) than to be spent in any unproved 
experiment along educational lines. It is manifestly un- 
fair to high school girls and boys to have radical varia- 
tions occuring in the school’s system due to constant 
change in teaching force. 

Another problem, which I cannot pass over without 
a word of comment, is the failure of pupils to attain a 
passing standard. Reliable statistics show that in the 
high schools and academies of the United States, two- 
fifths of the pupils fail in one branch or another each 
year. I would strongly urge parents to have children, 
who are not maintaining a satisfactory standing in their 
studies, return for study in the afternoon from 3 till 4. 
Teachers are in the school building four afternoons each 
week for the very purpose of rendering aid. In any such 
cases the principal if notified of the parents’ desire will 
make arrangements for the regular attendance of such 
pupils. If a word of explanation may be offered: the 
demand made upon the present day pupil is far beyond 
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that of a generation ago. Church organizations, boys 
clubs, music lessons, athletic teams, dancing lessons, 
committee meetings, class duties, parties, dances, em- 
ployment for earning money before and after school, all 
these make great demands upon the youth of today. Up 
to a certain extent this may be excellent training for the 
strenuous and complex life of the average citizen, pro- 
vided the mind of the pupil is not so overtaxed and sa- 
tiated with the interests that it loses its power to con- 
centrate. It may be that we as a nation are overdoing 
this. I believe that school boys and girls should rarely 
have duties, social or otherwise, from Monday to Friday, 
that will necessitate their absence from home during the 
evening. I do believe, however, that every pupil should 
take a reasonable amount of outdoor exercises each day 
during the afternoon and that likewise they should have’ 
certain duties that will demand their attention for a few 
‘minutes every day to develop in them a sense of re- 
sponsibility. The change and growth of our country is 
vast. Conditions have changed much in the last genera- 
tion. We live too strenuously today. In the rush of our 
commercial instincts we sometimes overlook the things 
that are best. The main business of the school is not by 
any means to fit for some higher institution of learning 
or training along vocational lines. Its most valuable and 
lasting results le far deeper. It is to broaden in a gen- 
eral way the intellectual vision; to inculcate habits of 
accuracy and promptness; to cultivate high ideals of 
responsibility and duty to others; to furnish an inspira- 
tion to boyhood and girlhood for them to live lives that 
will count for happiness and usefulness in the commun- 
ity; to impress some of the following ideals: industry, 
temperance, a lesson from every failure, respect for prop- 
erty, self control, loyalty, team work, fair play and prop- 
er elements of true success. 

If I may be pardoned, the following ideas to parents 
of grade pupils are respectfully submitted. 

The average child is graduated from the eighth grade 
at the age of fourteen years and six months. At that 
age the legal obligation of continuing him at school has 
nearly ceased. What shall be done with him? Shall 
he be sent on into the high school; or shall he be put at 
work to make a beginning of learning to earn a liveli- 
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hood? ‘This is the important problem that faces the 
average parent at this period of his child’s life. Its 
correct solution arouses no little anxiety and calls for 
the exercise of all the wisdom at the parents’ command. 
Is not the child’s future welfare at stake? The child 
can help but little in the solution of the problem. In 
many cases he is but a passive quantity acquiesing in the 
parent’s decision. He is without any positive conviction 
of his own, one way or the other. In some cases he has 
no desire to continue at school. Real life, especially if 
he be a boy, means the earning of money. He longs to 
enter this “real life.’ He wants to go to work. But he 
is only a child. He has therefore only the ‘child’s out- 
look and is short sighted as to his own best good. He 
does not appreciate the intellectual power that is neces- 
sary to accomplish all that he should accomplish in life. 
He does not know and indeed too many parents do not 
seem to know that the greater a child’s education, the 
greater power his life will have. At his graduation 
from the eighth grade his education has hardly yet be- 
gun. The power-developing elements of his nature have 
hardly yet begun to be called into activity. Right here 
then is where the parent should be wise and firm. Con- 
tinue the child at school. Every argument is in favor of 
doing so, 

From the very valuable book “Who’s Who in Amer- 
ica” with a list of ten thousand men who have been high- 
ly successful in their respective lines of work, only 
twenty-four are self-taught. A boy with only the train- 
ing below the high school has one chance in nine thou- 
sand. A boy with a high school training has one chance 
in four hundred, that 1s, he had twenty-four times the 
opportunity of the boy who stopped at the end of the 
eighth grade. ‘These figures are attested by Dr. Wm. T. 
Harris, ex-United States Commissioner of Education. 
They cover the period of time from 1800 to 1870. Now 
if truths like these apply to the present and past genera- 
tion they will apply with redoubled force in the next and 
coming generations; as the constantly increasing com- 
petition in every department of human activity makes 
the struggle for success more and more keen and fierce 
each succeeding year. 

With the same point in view, I submit the following 
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tables, taken from the report of the Massachusetts State 
Board of Education. 

Earnings be week of children who left school at the 
age of 14: WI 1en 14 years old, $4.00; 15 years, $4.50; 16 
years, $5.00; 17 years, $6.00; 18 years, $7.00; IQ years, 
$8.50; 20 years, $9.50; 21-years, $o. 50; 22 years; S1iogee 
23 years, $11.75; 24 years, $12.00; 25 years, $12.75 

Compare these earning per week of children who 
left school at the age of re: When 18 years old, $10.00 ; 
Ig years, $11.75; 20 years, $15.00; 21 years; SrOoune? 
years, $20.00 3,23 years, $21.00; 24 years se sOGreee 
years, $31.00. 

From a standpoint of earning capacity even in dol- 
lars and cents we must admit that the high school course 
is beneficial. 

During the year passed, the development of the va- 
rious school activities has resulted in the corresponding 
development of a healthful and necessary school spirit. 

Through the generosity and public-spiritedness of 
a former resident, Gen. F. E,. Kaley, it has been possible 
to hold prize speaking contests and a series of interclass 
debates which were successful as to purpose and re- 
sults. The introduction of a course of argumentation 
would fill a long felt want in this direction. At the pres- 
ent time the school 1s a member of the New Hampshire 
Interscholastic Debating League, which offers an op- 
portunity to meet the best schools of the state in debate. 
Pinkerton Academy, Manchester, Pepperell and Am- 
herst High are to be engaged with, in inter-school con- 
tests. All such activities are carried on under the aus- 
pices of the school lyceum, which in its bi-weekly meet- 
ings is doing a grand work; fostering what is fast be- 
coming a lost art in some parts of our country. 

A school orchestra is being drilled which will pre- 
sent its musical results some time in the future. 

In athletics, too, Milford High has taken rating with 
any high school in those branches which it enters into. 
‘This statement is borne out by the fact that teams from 
much larger schools are about on a par with regard to 
ability. Under proper supervision benefits are derived 
from athletics of which the average mind is not aware. 
Physical education is that direction of motor activity 
by means of which we develop the mind in so far as 
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it directs; the character in so far as it controls the 
physical nature, and directly the body, its structure, 
functions and powers. All our life mental efficiency is 
dependent on physical integrity, and it 1s just as neces- 
Paiyetgenave a “health conscience’ as it is to have, a 
“moral conscience.” As a matter of fact we cannot have 
the latter without the former. The social value is un- 
usual also. On the playground manhood is always 
recognized which brings out true leadership. 

In connection with this activity of the school, thanks 
are due the men of town, who have ever been ready to 
assist by giving freely of their time, upon all occasions. 

The school has erceived a valuable, as well as in- 
structive, collection of specimens of petrified wood from 
Mr. C. S. Emerson. Through the kindness of several 
firms the beginnings of a Commercial Museum has been 
made. The graduating class of 1915 gave a picture 
which is a fine representation of Chaucer’s Canterbury 
Pilgrims, depicting several of the characters in the pil- 
grimage to Canterbury. This is a custom which ought 
not to be allowed to lapse and makes this world of ours 
a better place in which to live. | 

Following are five recommendations which would 
benefit Milford High and which are imperative in the 
near future: 

1. The addition of one teacher to the teaching staff. 

2. The utilization of one grade room on the lower 
floor for exclusive high school use. 

The granting of the free use of the Town Hall 
for High School activities. 

4. The formation of a “Milford High School Alum- 
ni Association.” 

5. A readjustment, in part, of subjects offered in 
the school’s course of study. 

In conclusion, I wish to sincerely thank the School 
Board, individually and collectively, the Superintendent 
of Schools, the teaching staff, and last but not least the 
pupils of the high school, themselves, for the hearty co- 
operation in carrying onward and upward all things for 
the good of Milford High School.

REPORT OF MUSIC SUPERINTENDENT 


John Bacon, 
Superintendent of Schools, Milford, N. H. 

Complying with your request of recent date, the Su- 
pervisor of Music presents the following report for the 
year just completed: — 

The last fiscal year has seen no radical changes in 
the music department of the Milford schools. Rather, 
it has been a period of earnest endeavor, adhering to the 
same plans and methods that have worked well for sev- 
eral years. 

Particular attention has been given to the individual 
pupil, rather than to class work, with special assistance 
where children are not up to the required standard. 
There is yet room for improvement along this line, as 
some pupils are promoted from grade to orade who have 
not done satisfactory work in music. Tt seems to me 
that more stress should be laid on the rank attained in 
this subject ; the teachers, in marking, of course making 
due allowance for the deficient musical ear found in some 
pupils. 

At the beginning of the Fall term, the High School 
chorus was again classified, each voice being tested, and 
assigned to the proper part. Fifteen who could not sing, 
were excused, and given permission to use the regular 
music period for other’ lines of study. 

As instrumental music is linked closely with vocal, 
the follownig facts are interesting: In the High School 
we have fifty-eight girls who play the piano, four the 
violin, four the organ, four the cornet, one the ‘cello, and 
twenty-six are at present studying their instruments un- 
der professional teachers. Among the boys in the High 
School, there are fifteen who play the piano, five the 
violin, two the cornet, one the drums, and eight are at 
present studying. 

No High School concert was attempted last year, but 
we are making plans for such an event to be given on 
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May 4th next, and with the best chorus we have ever 
had, it should prove very successful. 

In reviewing the past year, there is no work that 
stands out more distinctly and creditably than that of 
the eighth grade at its graduation last June. The sing- 
ing was such as to arouse much enthusiasm, and was 
a fitting climax to the eight years of music study. 

Taken altogether, it has been a year of progress, of 
harmonious effort and co-operation on the part of Su- 
perintendent, School Board, Teachers and Pupils, for 
which I am pleased and grateful.

There is no doubt an honest difference of opinion as to 
the best remedy for present conditions ; but for the good 
of the library it 1s imperative that some solution of the 
problem be worked out in the near future. 

We ask that the Town at its coming meeting make 
the usual appropriation of $1500 for the support of the 
Library.

REPORT OF LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Milford Free Library: 


I herewith submit my annual report for the year 
ending February 15, 1916. 


The Library has been open 304 days, the circulation 
has been 39,122, an increase of 1,821 over that of 1914- 
1915, and an average daily circulation of 128. 

There has been little change in our library work dur- 
ing the last year except in the increased use of most de- 
partments. 

As we all know too well we have had no enlargement 
of our quarters. Such an increase is still of extreme 1m- 
portance. 

By considerable re-arrangement of stacks we have 
contrived to make a larger opening for our reference 
work, for it seemed absolutely impossible to continue 
as it was last year. We need another table for this de- 
partment. We have record of 1,525 using this depart- 
ment. We endeavor to keep the record of only those 
who are using the department for real work, and of 
course, some escape our count. 

This year I wish to call your attention especially to 
our need of an adequate children’s room, one apart from 
the other departments and with room sufficient for the 
children not only to select their books without crowding 
and pushing their passage; but also to sit at the tables 
to read or look at the books and magazines in peace and 
quiet. 

On a recent day a mother sent for her boy and as 
he could not be found in the children’s room we reported 
he had gone. An hour later he emerged from the stack 
room. On our inquiry where he was he said: “The 
room got so full I couldn't read so | took my book 
around there.” Of course, he had no business “around 
there,’ meaning among the book stacks; but who could 
blame him for wanting a quiet place to read. 

| have had account kept of the children coming to 
the children’s department the last seven days of this 
year. It was 631 , an average of 90 a day. It must be 
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remembered that most of these children come between 
four and six in the afternoon. The largest number for 
one hour of that week was 81. A knowledge of these 
figures and remembrance of the size of their portion of 
the stack room will give some idea of the congestion. 

Miss Parker resumed her story hour in the banquet 
hall for the children of the second and third grades 
the first of December with an average attendance of 
thirty. 

Mrs. Robert Wallace presented the library with two 
handsome oak bookcases and one hundred and nine 
volumes of bound magazines, which are in the reading 
room. Miss Carolyn Fuller gave to the library one 
hundred and eight volumes; part of these were bound 
magazines. We were given a valuable set of nature 
books from the estate of Gaetano Mai, and have re- 
ceived from other sources 43 volumes.
